A th ird 
artery was abo u t 60 fx *r cen t o cclu d ed .

As Jo h n so n was flo wn to San An ­ 
to n io , h is wife, liid y Bird , was co n ­ 
tacted by rad io telep h o n e in a car 
abo u t a blo ck fro m th e LBJ Library , 
abo u t 80 miles fro m th e family ran ch . 
Sh e immed iately wen t by h elico p ter to 
San An to n io , a rriv in g a t Bro o ke 
h o sp ital befo re tier h u sban d ’s bo d y . A 
family sp o kesman said Mrs. Jo h n so n 
h ad p rep ared breakfast fo r th e fo rmer 
p resid en t befo re go in g to Au stin o n 
bu sin ess. Th e sp o kesman q u o ted h er 
as say in g, “ His h ealth seemed n o d if­ 
feren t th an it h ad been recen tly . He 
seemed a h it q u ieter bu t was in go o d 
sp irits.”

I’v e tried th e 
Po p e, I’v e tried th e Ru ssian s, I’v e 
tried th e Po les, th e Fren ch ... I’m go ­ 
in g to m ake an o th er su p rem e effo rt.

Bu t Hu mp h rey recalled th at Jo h n so n 
believ ed h e co u ld n o t brin g th e warrin g 
p arties in to p eace n ego tiatio n s u n less 
h e with d rew fro m th e cam p aign an d 
p u rged th e bid o f an y p o litical tain t. 
Jo h n so n ’s d efen se secretary , Ro bert 
S. M cNam ara, said :

State Funeral Planned For LB! 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (A P) ~ The 
Ixxly of former lYesident Lyndon 
liuines Johnson will be flown to 
Washington to lit* in state in the Capitol 
rotunda and receive the nation’s final 
tribute. 
Johnson, whose dreams of a (ireat 
Society were dampened by divisions at 
home over a war in Asia, died Monday 
of a heart attack at 64. 
Johnson’s coffin will be carried on a 
horse-drawn caisson in a procession to 
Capitol Hill Wednesday afternoon. A 
ceremony will be held in the rotunda. 
Funeral services w ill be held 
llmrsday in Washington’s National 
City Christian Church, after which the 
lindy will be returned to Texas for 
burial in Hie family cemetery of the 
L B J Ranch. 
Before the body of the nations 36th 
president is flown to Washington, it 
will lie rn state from noon CST today 
until 8 a.m. Wednesday at the L B J Li­ 
brary in Austin, Tex. There will be a 
full honor guard. 
Johnson was pronounced dead at 
5:43 p.m. EST Monday aboard his 


private plane at San Antonio In­ 
ternational Airport. 
The 
sudden 
attack 
ended 
a 
distinguished public* career which saw 
Johnson rise from simple Texas roots 
to both houses of Congress, to the pow­ 
erful post of Senate Democratic leader 
which earned him the reputation as a 
masterful politician, to the vice 
presidency 
and 
finally 
to 
the 
presidency after the assassination of 
John F. Kennedy in 1963. 
As the.* first Southerner to hold the 
presidency since Andrew Johnson, his 
accomplishments in the domestic 
fields of civil rights, Social Security, 
education and housing were highly 
praised. He was credited with pushing 
through social programs Democrats 
had been trying to enact since the New 
Deal days of Franklin I). Roosevelt. 
When 
Johnson 
inherited 
the 
[residency, he inherited the war in 
Indochina. Following his election as 
chief executive in 1964 by a landslide 
margin, he greatly expanded the U.S. 
involvement in Indochina and op­ 
position to the* war mounted at home. 


The war eventually was a major factor 
in his dramatic announcement in 
March of 1968 that he would not seek 
re-election. 
On Monday, 51 minutes before he 
was pronounced dead, Secret Service 
agents rescinding to his pleas found 
Johnson slumped on the bedroom floor 
of his ranch in Johnson City and began 
a desperate 85-mile trip by air to 
Brooke Army Medical Center here in 
ho[x*s of saving his life. 
Col. L.R. Hieger, chief of pathology 
at Brooke, performed an autopsy on 
Johnson’s body late Monday night and 
listed the official cause of death as 
coronary thrombosis. 
Hieger’s autopsy showed that the 
former [resident liad severe coronary 
artery disease, with complete oc­ 
clusion — closure — of two of three 
major arteries to the heart. A third 
artery was about (JO per cent occluded. 
The former President had a history 
of heart trouble (biting to 1955. He 
suffered what was termed as a major 
heart attack in April 1972 and was 
hospitalized with chest pains last July. 


With him at death were three Secret 
Service agents, I)r. David J. Abbott of 
Johnson City, the plane’s pilot and the 
wife of the foreman of the sprawling 
L B J ranch, to which he retired after 
leaving the White House. 
As Johnson was flown to San An­ 
tonio, his wife, lady Bird, was con­ 
tacted by radio telephone in a car 
about a block from the L B J Library, 
about 80 miles from the family ranch. 
She immediately went by helicopter to 
San Antonio, arriving at Brooke 
hospital before her husband’s body. A 
family spokesman said Mrs. Johnson 
had prepared breakfast for the former 
presider* before going to Austin on 
business. The spokesman quoted her 
as saying, “ His health seemed no dif­ 
ferent than it had been recently. He 
seemed a bit quieter but was in good 
spirits.” 
After spending more than an hour in 
San Antonio, Mrs. Johnson returned to 
Austin and joined her daughter, Luci, 
and son-in-law, Patrick J. Nugent, for 
the return to the family ranch to 
discuss funeral arrangements. 


The Johnson’s other daughter, 
Lynda, and her husband, Charles S. 
Robb, made plans to fly to Texas from 
(Jiarlottesville, Va., where Robb is a 
third-year 
law 
student 
at 
the 
University of Virginia. A plane was 
provided by President Nixon. 
'The news of Johason’s death drew 
immediate tributes from the White 
House, the halls of Congress and the 
streets of America. 
Johnson’s death came 28 days after 
that of former ITesident Harry S. 
Truman, leaving the nation without a 
living former chief executive. Nixon 
ordered flags on all federal buildings, 
already lowered to mark Truman’s 
death, flown at half staff for 30 days 
following Johnson’s death. 
At a news conference in Austin 
.several hours after Johnson’s death, 
'lorn Johnson, a former business 
associate and news secretary not 
related to the family, gave this account 
of the seizure: 
At 4:50 p.m. KST, Johnson, who 
routinely took a nap after lunch, called 
the ranch switchboard and asked that 


a Secret Service agent be sent to his 
bedroom. Agents Ed Nowland and 
Harry Harris dashed IOO yards from 
their quarters with 
a 
portable 
resuscitator. They arrived in about 
two minutes and began to treat the 
former president. The third agent, 
Mike Howard, arrived within minutes 
and the trio attempted mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation and external heart 
massage. 


“They found Johnson lying on his 
back, on the floor next to his bed,” 
Tom Johnson said. “ They said it ap­ 
peared he was dead.” 
Unable to revive Johnson, the agents 
summoned Abbott and with Mrs. Dave 
Malacheck and pilot Barney Hewitt, 
they set out for San Antonio in the 
Johnson plane. 


Abbott [ironounced Johnson dead 
after the aircraft landed at San An­ 
tonio. The finding was confirmed 
aboard the plane by Dr. George 
McGranahan, who took over as 
Johnson’s personal physician last 
July.

his horizon. At the end, it cast a pall 
ranging far across his administration. 


“ The strain of prolonged en­ 
gagement in a distant war stirred deep 
controversy among our people,” 
Johnson said later. 


“ The war created or deepened 
divisions—between the President and 
Congress, 
between 
‘doves’ 
and 
hawks,’ between generations 
So it was in a Vietnam speech, 


March 
31, 
1968, 
announcing 
a 
scaleback of the U.S. air assault on 
North Vietnam rn a move to promote 
peace negotiations, that Johnson 
dropped his ultimate political bomb­ 
shell: 
“ I shall not seek, and I will not ac­ 
cept, the nomination of my party for 
another term as your president.” 
Johnson’s deep disappointment 
shows in his memoirs, “ The Vantage 
Point.” He wrote: 
“ I regretted more than anyone could 
possibly know that I was leaving the 
White House without having achieved 


a just, an honorable, and a lasting 
peace in Vietnam.” 
At the start, when Johnson stepped 
into office in November 1963 following 
John F. Kennedy’s assassination, 
Vietnam admittedly was a difficulty. 
Kennedy had sent 16,000 U.S. troops 
there, largely under the label of ad­ 
visers and technicians, Johnson was to 
swell the force to some 540,000. 
In his first hours in the White House 
Johnson was briefed on foreign affairs. 
While South Vietnam “ gave me real 
cause for concern,” 
he 
recalled, 
“ compared with later periods, even 


the situation in Vietnam at that point 
appeared to be relatively free from the 
pressure of immediate decisions.” 
In the presidential election the 
following year Johnson rated himself 
as a Vietnam “ peace” candidate as 
against his more militantly anti-Com- 
munist Republican opponent, Barry 
Coldwater. Johnson won the election in 
a landslide. 
Yet various plans already were 
under way within the administration, 
as the secret Pentagon papers later 
showed, for more forceful action in the 
Indochina conflict. 
Nation's Leaders Mourn Johnson

“ No man had greater dreams for 
America than Lyndon Johnson,” said 
Nixon of his predecessor in the White 
House. “ Even as we mourn his death, 
we are grateful for his life, which did 
so much to make those dreams into 
realities.” 
In a refrain echoing through the 
appraisals by many of Johnson’s 
associates, Sen. Edward M. Kennedy 
said: 
“ As 
President, 
his 
brilliant 
leadership on the Civil Rights Act of 
1964 and the Voting Rights Act of 1965 
have earned him a place in the history 
of civil rights alongside Abraham 
lincoln. 
“ And his efforts to help the poor, the 
sick and the oppressed stand out as 
landmarks of America's concern for 
those too weak to help themselves.” 
Former Sen. Eugene McCarthy, who 
coalesced antiwar forces behind his 
surprisingly strong challenge to 
Johnson’s expected bid for 
re­ 
nomination by the Democratic party in 
1968, said of the dead president: 
“ If he was to tx* faulted, it was not 
for lack of dedication or lack of 
commitment, but for taking upon 
himself or to himself too much of the 
burden and of the responsibilities of 
government.” 


On March 31,1968, Johnson shocked 
the nation with the announcement that 
he would neither seek nor accept 
renomination. 
Johnson’s vice president, Hubert H. 
Humphrey, reflected on that day: 
“ He and tady Bird, Luci and her 
husband came up to our apartment. He 
said ‘could I talk to you alone?’ Then 
he told me what he was going to do. He 
said i ’ve done everything I could to 
try and end the war. I ’ve tried the 
Pope, I ’ve tried the Russians, I’ve 
tried the Poles, the French ... I’m go­ 
ing to make another supreme effort. 
Hubert, I want peace in Vietnam more 
than anything.” 


But Humphrey recalled that Johnson 
believed he could not bring the warring 
parties into peace negotiations unless 
he withdrew from the campaign and 
purged the bid of any political taint. 
Johnson’s defense secretary, Robert 
S. McNamara, said: 
“ Whatever history’s verdict may be 
on the* Johnson role in Vietnam, I have 
no doubt that history will record 


lYesident Johnson’s actions to redress 
the discriminations which had been 
suffered by the poor, the blacks and 
the disadvantaged as one of the most 
important advances by our society in 
this century.” 


Sen. Barry Coldwater, roundly 
defeated by Johnson in 1964, said: 
“ The country has lost a great political 
leader, a dedicated American, and I 
have lost a friend, the memory of 
whose friendship I w ill forever 
cherish.” 
Reactions of shock and sadness- 
many coupled with praise — came 
from Ohio’s political leaders almost 
immediately after the announcement 
that former President Lyndon Johnson 
had died of an apparent heart attack 
Monday. 


Democrats and Republicans, alike, 
praised the last living ex President, 
singling out his efforts in the area of 
social and civil rights reform. 
The state’s leading Democrat, Gov. 
John Gilligan, who served as a 
congressman 
during 
Johnson’s 


presidency referred to Johnson’s 
passing as “ tragic.” 
“ Lyndon Johnson’s career was one 
of devoted service to the people of the 
nation he loved,” Gilligan said. “ He 
served in the Congress nearly 30 years 
before assuming the awesome burdens 
of the presidency while the nation was 
in deep shock over the murder of 
President Kennedy. 
“ Those of us who served under him 
and all Americans mourn his loss. I 
know all Ohioans join me in expressing 
our deepest sympathy to Mrs. Johnson 
and to their two daughters in this time 
of sorrow.” 
Former Gov. James Rhodes, a 
Republican leading Ohio during the 
Johnson administration, noted that 
Johnson “ was a personal friend.” 
“ Lyndon B. Johnson’s place in

social justice for all mankind,” Rhodes 
said. “ In America he was a tireless 
worker for his concept of government 
and a statesman who believed in close 
cooperation in the states of the union.” 
Fuel Shortage Puts Ohio 


1On The Edge O f Crisis' 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P ) - “ We’re 
on the edge of a crisis, if we’re not 
already into one,” declared IL W. 
Chaddock, a spokesman for Columbia 
Gas of Ohio, alluding to the current 
fuel shortage. 
With such complaints common 
among other gas companies (all but 
one gas company in Ohio have asked 
gas restrictions on new residential 
areas), the Public 
Utilities Com­ 
mission of Ohio ( PIICX)) began to 
outline Monday what steps it would 
bike in the event of a statewide fuel 
crisis. 
Henry Kckart, PUCO’s chairman, 
said planning is necessary because all 
fuel problems are interrelated. 
He said he authorized PUCO Chief 
Engineer Jolin Borrows, to “ draw up a 
plan.” 
Borrows said he would first contact 
suppliers of coal and petroleum to get 
appraisals of their supply situations. 
“ Dealing with the problem on an 
individual basis may just displace it 
from one place to another,” he ex­ 
plained. 
At this time, propane is in shortest 
supply of all fuels, according to Shirley 
Kappa, PUCO information officer. 


The PUCO began coordinating 
propane supplies six weeks ago to aid 
farmers who needed it to dry crops 
they had been unable to harvest earlier 
due to muddy fields. 
Miss Kappa did not know when 
results of the fuel crisis review would 
tx* available, because the PUCO is 
having difficulties contacting certain 
fuel companies. 
Currently, there are adequate 
supplies of natural gas, Ohio’s main 
energy source, and fuel oil, Eckhart 
said. 
But, he cautioned, there is no 
assurance that supplies will remain 
abundant. For instance, there is plenty 
of natural gas available, but tile 
federal Power Commission has set 
prices too low at the well-head making 
drilling economically infeasable for 
the companies concerned.

GM Autos 
Are Recalled 


DETROIT (AP) - General Motors 
announced the recall today of 3.7 
million 1971 and 1972 cars for in­ 
stallation of a shield over the steering 
coupling to prevent the possibility of 
flying stones lodging between the cou­ 
pling and the car frame. 
In making the announcement, GM 
said it had received reports of 96 in­ 
cidents where stones were scooped up, 
resulting in 23 accidents in which 12 
injuries were reported. 
Involved in the recall were full-size 
1971 and 1972 models of Chevrolets, 
Buicks, Oldsmobiles and Pontiacs. 
The company said the shields would 
be installed at no charge to the car 
owners. 
It said owners would be 
notified in about two weeks.

DUBLIN (A P) —- Discovery of 
ammunition washed ashore on the 
southern coast of the Irish Republic 
sparked a land, sea and air search 
today for more munitions thought to be 
intended for the outlawed Irish 
Republican Army. 
Three cases of ammunition were 
found on beaches in County Cork. One 
was an eight-ton container with more 
than 1,000 rocket shells for bazookas, 
while two cases contained several 
thousand rounds of machine-gun 
ammunition. 
Authorities said the labels indicated 
the crates were shipped from New 
York to the Netherlands. U.S. and 
Interpol agents were asked to help 
trace the shipment’s origin. 
It was speculated that the shipment 
had been left on the beach because it 
was too big and heavy to move handily. 
In Northern Ireland, meanwhile, 
British troops discovered more than 
500 pounds of ammonium nitrate and 
other bombmaking equipment in a 
garage in a Protestant area of Belfast. 
A militant Protestant group in 
Northern Ireland announced that it 
was joining forces with the Ulster 
Defense Force, a terrorist group 
outlawed six years ago, in attempt to 
end rivalry among Protestant political 
leaders in the province.

But outgoing Secretary of Defense 
Melvin R. Laird sounded pessimistic 
about a lasting peace in Vietnam when 
he told his final news conference last 
Friday: 
“ I hope and pray there will not be 
any killing in Vietnam, or I^aos, or 
Cambodia, or in Southeast Asia, but as 
a practical man I cannot assure you of 
that.... 
“ I am not promising anybody that, 
under any kind of agreement, because 
I know the history of Southeast Asia ... 
I am talking about every possible kind 
of agreement,” I»aird said. 
In private, American military of­ 
ficers are even more skeptical. ITiey 
view the continued presence of North 
Vietnamese troops in South Vietnam 
during the formal cease-fire as poten­ 
tially fatal to peace.

He can go to the master station 
at the rostrum, execute a written 
ballot, and have the clerk record his 
vote with an all-purpose device. 
On the gallery wall behind and above 
the speaker’s desk, a scoreboard will 
flash the names of all members and 
their votes. Running and ultimately 
final totals will be displayed on panels 
at each side of the chamber.

90 hours of lawmaking time a year, 
provide practically instantaneous 
written records of votes, break them 
down by parties or states as required 
and, perhaps, end the need for em­ 
barrassing corrections previously 
made when absent members were 
found to have been recorded as voting. 
The House’s million-dollar in­ 
stallation, touted as the first fully 
electronic system of its kind in the 
world, can run rings around the simple 
electric voting setups common in state 
legislatures. 
Each member has been issued a 
plastic oblong that looks much like a 
credit card. It bears the member’s 
photograph, in color, and perforations 
that give the computer the identifying 
information. 
Voting stations have been installed 
at 49 strategic locations on the House 
floor. Any member can vote at any of 
these by inserting his card and pushing 
the appropriate button. 
Suppose he left the card in his other 
pants? He can go to the master station 
at the rostrum, execute a written 
ballot, and have the clerk record his 
vote with an all-purpose device. 
On the gallery wall behind and above 
the speaker’s desk, a scoreboard will 
flash the names of all members and 
their votes. Running and ultimately 
final totals will be displayed on panels 
at each side of the chamber.

Many 
stores have such books as “ The 
Astrology Way To The Stock Market 
Profits,” astrological cookbooks, 
zodiac sign bracelet charms, splashy 
pins and diamond brooches. Some 
bankers offer checkbooks imprinted 
with his customer’s zodiac sign. 
A iAing Island man charts stock- 
market fluctuations according to the 
planets. He holds the theory that if sun­ 
spots affect crops, they also affect 
commodity and stock market prices. 
Some companies have computerized 
reading outlets and several large cities 
subscribe to zodiactronics service by 
way of the telephone any hour of the 
day. 
What first triggered today’s big 
boom in astrology was probably the 
assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy on Nov. 22, 1963. At least 
three better known astrologers had 
predicted when he was elected in 1960 
that he would not serve out his full 
term as president. At that time not 
many 
people 
took 
note 
of 
that 
prophecy, but three years later the 
newspapers dug them up from their 
files and made front page stories of 
them. 
Astrologers point out that an event 
known as a conjunction occurs every 
20 years when the planets Saturn and 
Jupiter come close together. For 100 
years every President inaugurated in 
the year of this conjunction has died in 
office. Lincoln who took office in 1861, 
Garfield in 1881, McKinley in 1901, 
Harding, in 1921, Roosevelt in 1941 and 
Kennedy in 1961.

Stars, moon, sun and 
constellations such as the big dipper, 
appear on national emblems as on our 
Stars and Stripes. 
We say that show productions are 
star-studded. A few of many reflective 
songs are “ When You Wish Upon A 
Star,” “ Aquarius” and to reach the 
unreachable star in “ The Impossible 
Dream.” Then there are words like 
disaster which means, deprived of 
one’s lucky star. 
I Alna, the Roman’s name tor moon, 
once believed to be the cause of 
madness, gave us the word lunacy, 
The disease, influenza, is from the 
Italian word for influence of the stars 
which were believed responsible for 
the plagues of illness. There is the 
nursery rhyme “ Twinkle, Twinkle, 
little Star” and the wishing star verse, 
“ Star Light, Star Bright.” The 
practice of planting by the signs is still 
observed by believers. 
Among the civilizations of the 
Orient, astrology has long been a part 
of religion and daily life. Astrologers in

They include well-educated men and 
women who are already successful in 
their careers and private lives, 
businessmen and astute politicians, as 
well as intelligent young people. Some 
depend on astrology for advice and 
direction in their everyday activity. 
Others have it as a hobby and still 
others regard is as an amusing parlor 
game. 
Today, two out of three newspapers 
carry a horoscope column of some kind 
as well as 
television 
and 
radio 
programs and commercials. The top 
newspaper astrologers are Carol 
Righter, whose daily colum is found in 
The Herald, Sidney Omarr and Con­ 
s te r. The sale of astrology magazines 
and annual horoscope guides has 
jumped beyond imagination. Many 
stores have such books as “ The 
Astrology Way To The Stock Market 
Profits,” astrological cookbooks, 
zodiac sign bracelet charms, splashy 
pins and diamond brooches. Some 
bankers offer checkbooks imprinted 
with his customer’s zodiac sign. 
A Ixing Island man charts stock- 
market fluctuations according to the 
planets. He holds the theory that if sun­ 
spots affect crops, they also affect 
commodity and stock market prices. 
Some companies have computerized 
reading outlets and several large cities 
subscribe to zodiactronics service by 
way of the telephone any hour of the 
day. 
What first triggered today’s big 
boom in astrology was probably the 
assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy on Nov. 22, 1963. At least 
three better known astrologers had 
predicted when he was elected in 1960 
that he would not serve out his full 
term as president. At that time not 
many 
people 
took 
note 
of 
that 
prophecy, but three years later the 
newspapers dug them up from their 
files and made front page stories of 
them. 
Astrologers point out that an event 
known as a conjunction occurs every 
20 years when the planets Saturn and 
Jupiter come close together. For IOO 
years every President inaugurated in 
the year of this conjunction has died in 
office. Lincoln who took office in 1861, 
Garfield in 1881, McKinley in 1901, 
Harding, in 1921, Roosevelt in 1941 and 
Kennedy in 1961. Four out of the six 
were murdered. 
She concluded by saying that most 
people won’t admit they believe in it 
but most of them know the sun sign of 
their birth date. Most astrologers 
generally advise in the final analysis to 
bear in mind that while the 12 zodiac 
signs may determine this or that facet 
of your personality, what you do with it 
is up to you.

Governor John J. Gilligan, in a 
presentation to both Houses of the 
General Assembly last Wednesday 
evening, submitted a budget for thi* 
coming biennium which suggested 
spending more than 73 per cent of the 
state’s general fund in key areas of 
primary and secondary education, 
higher 
education, 
welfare 
and 
property tax relief. 
34.4 per cent of the total ap­ 
propriation or $1,6(52,000,000 would be 
earmarked for primary and secondary 
education. Another 14,8 per cent of 
$715,4 tenths million would be ap­ 
propriated for higher education. 
In the areas of services, 17.1 per cent 
would Ik; used for welfare and 10.5 per 
cent for mental health and mental 
retardation and other human service. 
The Governor also asked that the 
legislature give him the authority to 
conduct a study of the higher education 
system within the State of Ohio and 
that a task force refer back recom- 
mendations to the General Assambly 
regarding both higher education and 
welfare.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — Grants 
totalling $198,776 have been approved 
for use in Ohio to help fight crime. The 
funds, made available under the fed­ 
eral Omnibus Crime Control Act, were 
awarded by Dr. David Sweet, Director 
of the Ohio Department of Economic 
and Community Development.

Blackmun said medical data indicates 
abortion in the first three months, 
“although not without its risk, is now 
relatively safe.” 
Therefore, he said, “any interest of 
the state in protecting the woman from 
an inherently hazardous procedure ... 
has largely disappeared.” 
The ruling followed two years (rf 
deliberations by the justices. It was 
based predominantly on what Black­ 
mun called a right of privacy. He said 
the right “is broad enough to en­ 
compass a woman’s decision whether 
or not to terminate her pregnancy.” 
Justices Byron R. White and William 
H. Rehnquist dissented. White said he 
could “find nothing in the language or 
history of the Constitution to support 
the court’s judgment.” 
Rehnquist, meanwhile, said “the 
court’s sweeping invalidation of any 
restrictions on abortion during the first 
trimester is impossible to justify...”

Whatever the problem, a member of 
the KPA said, Mrs. Mitchell is “ a good 
listener, one who really knows her 
field.” She has a master’s degree in 
biology from the University of Ver­ 
mont. 
Mrs. Mitchell emphasized that she is 
available to industries as well as in­ 
dividuals. “ Small industries are going 
to have problems in procedures for 
appeals,” she said, but her major 
concern was to let Ohioans know she 
acts as a middleman between a citizen 
and the government. 
“The assumption,” she said, “ is 
often that you are a spokesman for the 
agency.

During the two years the 
hotel has been open, it has 
provided a special service to 
men who have lived there. It 
has 
taught 
them 
in­ 
dependence and offered a 
positive alternative to en­ 
tering an institution such as a 
county home of hospital 
where 
custodial 
care 
is 
provided. 
Of the first men who lived 
in the home, there was a 60 
per cent success record of 
independence. 
The men have ranged in 
age from 16 to 40, but most 
are in their early 20s. 
The Lewises moved into the 
group home two years ago 
when it first opened the day 
after their honeymoon. They 
have developed a philosophy 
and perception about being 
hostel “ parents.” 
“ We’re not here to baby 
them,” 
Pam 
explains. 
“ Sometimes it seems cruel, 
but we’ll 
let them 
make 
mistakes to learn,” Ken adds. 
Such mistakes might be 
letting them oversleep if they 
do not wake up to their alarm 
clocks. Jlien they learn the 
consequences of being late for 
the bus and missing work, 
which means less pay, and 
maybe walking to work. 
'Hie men learn how to get 
along living with other people 
— 
part 
of 
the 
natural 
socialization process. 
“ Some who come have a 
lack of understanding of 
cooperating 
in 
a 
com­ 
munity,” Pam Says, “ They 
don’t know what respon­ 
sibility is.” 
For the handicapped, who 
may have been coddled at 
home, the learning process 
»may seem difficult. 
Common everyday habits 
and 
things 
the 
average 
person may take for granted 
may 
be 
strange 
and 
frightening at. first. 


“They learn, it just takes 
longer,” Ken says. “ We just 
need to explain or remind 
them 200 times instead of two. 
They weren’t taught because 
people didn’t think they could 
learn, but they can,” he says. 
“ Sometimes things 
were 
done for them, like dishing 
their food, not because they 
couldn’t do it, but because it 
was more work for someone 
else to clean up if they should 
spill,” Pam says. She and 
Ken patiently let them do for 
themselves. 


• By the end of the period the 
men live at the hostel, they 
will 
have 
learned 
good 
grooming habits and other 
kinds of skills not taught to 
persons who have been in­ 
stitutionalized. 
They learn how to plan a 
practical budget. The men’s 
bills for room, food and toilet 
articles are paid for them. 
They receive payment for 
work and then spend it on 
clothes, entertainment, extra 
food, cigarettes and other 
items such as transportation, 
they also learn to save money 
and the process of opening a 
savings account. 
On Saturday and Sunday, 
the men learn to cook for 
themselves. Each is allowed 
to select the food he wants 
and the house mother helps 
him prepare his meal. 
Each learns to use a washer 
and dryer and takes care of 
his own clothes. Several have 
their own library cards and 
check out 
books at 
the 
library. 
For those who have com­ 
pleted 
their 
time 
at 
the 
“ helping home” to become 
independent, it’s like leaving 
home for the first time: nice 
to be on your own, but sad to 
leave.

Heav y Air Strikes Flown 
Ta rd y, Bu t Deep -Seated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - “We Shall 
Ov ercome.” The words of the civ il- 
rights anthem rolled ou t across the 
nation in the distinct tones of the Sou th. 
Ly ndon Johnson of Tex as was telling 
America to liv e u p to its p romise of 
eq u ality . 
The commitment to civ il rights for 
black s came late to Johnson—-he had 
once v oted against an antily nching 
law. Bu t, when it came, it came with 
all the strength, clev erness and 
stu bbornness that was in him, and 
there was p lenty of all three. 
And it stay ed. When he stood before 
Congress and in front of telev ision 
cameras in 1965 to say “we shall 
ov ercome,” he was not sp ou ting 
rhetoric conv enient for a Democratic 
p arty leader. 
In one of his last p u blic acts, former 
President Ly ndon Johnson stood on the 
step s of the library he had bu ilt as a 
monu ment to himself in Au stin, Tex ., 
to say America still owed its black s 
what they deserv ed as a birthright— 
eq u ality . 
“To be black is not to stand on lev el 
grou nd,” he said last Dec. 12, nearly 
fou r y ears p ast the time he needed to 
be concerned abou t accep tance. 
Bu t he was concerned; enou gh to 
sp end an ex hau sting day try ing to retie 
the strands of a tattered civ il-rights 
coalition that had come ap art from age 
and inner dou bt. 
It was this concern, and the record 
he bu ilt as 36th p resident, that was in 
the memories of many who mou rned 
after hearing of Johnson’s 
death 
Monday night. 
The 
Rev . 
Dav id 
Abernathy , 
p resident of the Sou thern Christian 
leadership Conference and Organizer 
of 
the 
Poor Peop le’s March in 
Washington du ring Johnson’s ad­ 
ministration, said “the nation, the 
world, black p eop le and p oor p eop le in 
p articu lar lost one of the greatest 
friends of democracy .” 
Bu t, Abernathy went on, “I think his 
greatest contribu tion rests in ty fact 
that he cou ld lift himself bey ond the 
barrier of sectionalism, refu sing to be 
a Sou therner clinging to a dead and 
u nju st society .” 
Thu rgood Marshall cou ld sp eak as 
one who k new firsthand of Johnson’s 
commitment to black s. Johnson 
named him the first black to serv e as a 


ju stice on the Su p reme Cou rt. Mar­ 
shall said: 
“In his p riv ate and official acts, 
President Johnson will go down in 
history as the one p resident who did all 
in 
his 
p ower 
to 
p romote 
hu manitarianism— the eq u alitarian 
p rincip le of the eq u ality of man.”

Johnson RightsCommitment Heavy Air Strikes Flown 
Tardy, But Deep-Seated 


WASHINGTON (A P) - “ We Shall 
Overcome.” The words of the civil- 
rights anthem rolled out across the 
nation in the distinct tones of the South. 
Lyndon Johnson of Texas was telling 
America to live up to its promise of 
equality. 
The commitment to civil rights for 
blacks came late to Johnson—he had 
once voted against an antilynching 
law. But, when it came, it came with 
all the strength, cleverness and 
stubbornness that was in him, and 
there was plenty of all three. 
And it stayed. When he stood before 
Congress and in front of television 
cameras in 1965 to say “ we shall 
overcome,” he was not spouting 
rhetoric convenient for a Democratic 
party leader. 
In one of his last public acts, former 
President Lyndon Johnson stood on the 
steps of the library he had built as a 
monument to himself in Austin, Tex., 
to say America still owed its blacks 
what they deserved as a birthright— 
equality. 
‘‘To be black is not to stand on level 
ground,” he said last Dec. 12, nearly 
four years past the time he needed to 
be concerned about acceptance. 
But he was concerned; enough to 
spend an exhausting day trying to retie 
the strands of a tattered civil-rights 
coalition that had come apart from age 
and inner doubt. 
It was this concern, and the record 
he built as 36th president, that was in 
the memories of many who mourned 
after hearing of Johnson’s death 
Monday night. 
The 
Rev. 
David 
Abernathy, 
president of the Southern Christian 
Iieadership Conference and Organizer 
of 
the 
Poor 
People's 
March 
in 
Washington during Johnson’s ad­ 
ministration, said “ the nation, the 
world, black people and poor people in 
particular lost one of the greatest 
friends of democracy.” 
But, Abernathy went on, “ I think his 
greatest contribution rests in ty fact 
that he could lift himself beyond the 
barrier of sectionalism, refusing to be 
a Southerner clinging to a dead and 
unjust society.” 
Thurgood Marshall could speak as 
one who knew firsthand of Johnson’s 
commitment to blacks. Johnson 
named him the first black to serve as a 


justice on the Supreme Court. Mar­ 
shall said: 
“ In his private and official acts, 
President Johnson will go down in 
history as the one president who did all 
in 
his 
power 
to 
promote 
humanitarianism— the equalitarian 
principle of the equality of man.”
